QUESTION. 


\ t an anti-t .'hiñese m eeting at V acaville 
a phase o f th e question presented itself 
th at cannot be ignored. 
T he sentim ent of 
.lie m eeting was unquestionably in favor 
■f restricting Chinese im m igration and of 
ridding th e country of Chinese lab o rers. 
but it dcvelojK’d, according to statem ents 
by representatives of (W it districts, th a t to 
Jo th e la tte r suddenly will work not only 
hardship, but serious injury to industrial 
interests. 
V acaville is in the m idst of a 
rich fruit licit, and the season is not far 
d istant when an immense fruit crop m ust 
be gathered, and representatives of the 
"ruit interests assert, in all sincerity, th at 
it cannot now be done w ithout Chinese 
labor. 
‘‘W hen there is furnished trained 
mbor to supplant it, then,” say th e ho rti­ 
culturist-, “ we will em ploy it.” 
B ut they 
add th a t th is is not now to l>e had. 
T he boycott is driving the Chinese from 
towns to cities, hut when the application 
:f it comes to he m ade to th e country, in 
th e m idst of the fruitage and harvest 
season, there w ill be not only great hard- 


hip, but in m any cases possible total loss 
of crops. 
T his is th e plain t of the intelli­ 
gent cultivators, and it is m ade w ith 
such candor, and so earnestly, th at it must 
command respect, and is not to be dismissed 
w ith a word. 
These industrian* protest, 
-ii short, against Chinese expulsion any 
aster than there i- m ade substitution for 
-heir labor. 
V San Francisco paper ves- 
terday reported one oí the great fruit­ 
growers of the -State as saying th a t the 
present agitation threatened to entail upon 
his people 
the 
los- 
of hundreds 
of 
-hou-ands of dollars ; and it is certain th at 
•.his is the belief of all the leading fru it­ 
growers and agriculturists of the State, 
lie sa y s: 
In Tehama county alone there are fullv 2,200 
Chinese, nearly all of whom are engaged in ag- 
ricuttural pursuit.-, such as workiug in vine­ 
yards. orchards, vegetable gardens, reclaiming 
land ami the like. 
Miad you, 1 am not a lover 
<>t the Chinese, hut am only di-cussing that 
part nf the proposition which puts dollars and 
cents into the business m ans pocket oréis» 
robs him. 
Mauy of the Chinese in Tehama 
county have large tracts of land which thev 
hold under leases oí leu years for the most part, 
lu the majority of instances such laudh-eders 
arc under contract to develop the land by plant­ 
ing fruit trees, vines ami the like, taking as 
tueir share half the increase. 
Many ar-res un­ 
der such cultivation have not as yet bet ’in to 
near, and ot course the lessees have not real­ 
is'd anything from them. 
In the iustauces 
cited can there be any right to drive bv public 
clamor or violence the Chinese' Irom their prop­ 
erty . 
Last week a committee of iutiuential 
and cool-headed business men from tin north­ 
ern district of the Stale waited upon Governor 
Monemau and informed him of the condition of 
tilings, and told him that Butte, Tehama aud 
</o1un.i eoutuic* would MiriVr enormous lostas if 
tac u ran esc are going to be drive u awav just 
about tune for gathering the fruit crop. 
One 
geutlemnn mid that nearly £<‘>0,000 000 is the 
amount of capital represented in vines, ore hards 
and the like in the State, and that to pick and 
pack toe frcit crop requires experts. The most 
of the crop must Ik1 handled during three 
months in the year. 
These gentlemen stated 
that unilor the roost favorable circumstances *t 
would be -imply impossible to replace the pres­ 
ent expert Chinese labor in any less time than 
eight year-. 
1 have no doubt thcv were verv 
well qualified to know and speak positively

have no doubt that if the Chinese were driven 
out of Tehama county ii would set that county 
hack fully ten years. 
You cannot suddenly 
create a vacuum lu the m itU r of skilled labor 
and at once till that void with untrained labor 
without serious loss. 
This, vou see is not pro- 
< límese talk, but co’.d calculation of profit and 


T h e inti rv iiw th n goes on to state th at 
raw liantis cannot displace th e skilled ones; 
and th at even if they could they are not 
here in sufficient num ber. 
So, they hold, 
we will do ourselves exceeding great in­ 
ju ry and deal ¡ reductive industries, th at 
contribute to th e supjiort of all the people' 
of th e State, a blow from which they will 
be long in recovering, if we carry th e boy­ 
cott to th e e x ten t of suddenly depriving 
them of Chinese labor.

It has come to despise th e doing of 
nearly all kinds of work in w hich Chinese 
have been engaged. 
Skilled labor lias _ 
been kept away from us by th e presence of ( 
th e Chinese. 
It apjiears only where there j 
is a dem and for it, and of late th e dem and ¡ 
in C alifornia has been slight. 
In this anti-Chinese agitation we are in a 
transition sta g e ; we are changing from an 
old to a new system — new to C alifornia. 
I t is duty to ourselves and such w hite 
wage-winners as are still w ith us, to p r o 
dueers and to consumers, to create the least 
possible friction, and to inflict upon the 
industries of the State the m inim um of 
harm , for some tem porary injury alw ays 
results in th e passage from one industrial 
system to another. 
T ake the single in ­ 
stance of house service. 
I t is now so 
largely 
perform ed by Chinese th a t the 
serving girl is a rarity here, and those at 
th e E ast who would gladly cotne to the 
S tate for fair wages have found the way 
blocked by th e Chinese. 
Now desirable 
laborers alw ays m igrate slowly. 
T hey 
will not come to us until assured th at they 
w ill b etter th eir condition. 
Recognizing this fact some years ago, a 
society was formed in Colusa county to 
prom ote and m aterially assist the im m i­ 
gration of w hite liouse-servants and fartn- 
laborers, and for a tim e it had good suc­ 
cess. 
W e lielieve the editor of th e Colusa 
Sun was at its head, aud th a t the organi­ 
zation is not yet dissolved.

organization ever formed in th e State.

three or four score house-laborers who dis­ 
placed ju st as m any Chinese, 
lin t the 
Chinese did not go out of the homes in 
w hich em ployed u n til th e < aucasian ap­ 
peared. 
A pro|ier th in g to do now. w hile 
the Chinese agitation continues, and should 
until am ple restrictiv e m easures are ac­ 
corded, is to organize for th e active pro­ 
motion of means to supply the places of 
Chinese lalxirers. 
Sacram ento can do h er­ 
self honor and supplem ent the eflbrt of the 
workingm en by 
seconding 
th e Colusa 
schem e and organize m eans for filling tlie 
places of displaced Chinese. 
W ith the oncom ing of th e season when 
outdoor labor will lie in dem and, the 
friends of agitation will m eet a counter 
current arising out of th e n atu ral law of 
self-preservation, and if they are wise they 
will not come into conflict w ith it by stuh- 
lm m resistance, but w ill ra th e r meet the 
necessities of the ease and accommodate the 
m ovem ent to it. 
T h is will lie th e p art of 
wisdom. 
To punish th e whole S tate use­ 
lessly will be th e part of folly. 
T he C hi­ 
nese here cam e by our invitation and con­ 
nivance up to a tim e when the evil of the 
unequal com petition between w hite and 
C hinese labor developed. 
In th e m ean­ 
tim e our own labor elem ent was dem oral­ 
ized or driven out. 
A change in condi­ 
tio n ' has been resolved upon, and wisely, 
but the application of th e m eans should 
not be so violent and hasty as to do any 
serious injury to th e industrial and pro­ 
ducing interests of th e State. 
T he cause 
of A m erican civilization will not lie ad­ 
vanced by inflicting self-punishm ent. 
O ur 
determ ination to lie rid of th e undesir­ 
able Chinese need not recede by a single 
step. 
O ur appeal for trained and reliable 
lalior to supplant the Chinese w ill testify 
to the people of th e E ast of th e honesty, 
sincerity and inflexibility of the m ove­ 
m ent against the class th a t degrades labor 
and belittles th e citizenship of th e wage- 
w inner, and from the m align influence of 
w hich lie is entitled to be relieved.

IN WISCONSIN. 


HUMAN SLAVERY IN SACRAMENTO. 


A 
F u g itiv e fro m a L e c h e r o u s M on ster 
lie tu rn ed U n d er C o lo r o f L a w . 
On Sunday night last a Chinese wom an 
nam ed F u n g Lin escaped from a low den 
in C hinatow n, w here she had been in pos­ 
session of a C hinam an w ho claim ed her as 
his property, and w hom he held for base 
purposes. After her escape her m aster pub­ 
lished, by posters in C hinatow n, the offer 
of a rew ard of $200 for h er capture and 
retu rn . 
She has since been hunted as w ith blood­ 
hounds, to seek out her hiding place and 
force her again into the clutches and worse 
th an slavery, of her so-called 
owner. 
It 
is 
now 
ascertained th at she left 
th e 
brothel, 
in 
w hich 
she 
was 
unw illingly 
and 
foreiblv 
con­ 
fined, for the purpose of m arrying one of 
her own race, also residing in this citv. She 
was found night before last, hiding frtim 
h er slave m aster, at the residence of Ben 
Cohen, w here the C hinam an she desires to 
m arry is a dom estic servant. 
The fam ily 
of Mr. Cohen, a respected citizen, were ab ­ 
sent from the city, and the C hinam an was 
thus enabled to use the prem ises for h er as 
a place of refuge. 
Those engaged in th e “ slave h u n t ” hav­ 
ing found w here she was secreted, the 
strong arm of th e A m erican law was next 
sought to drag h e r from h er hiding, and 
restore her by force to her barbarous slave 
m aster and so-called ow ner. 
As this could 
not be done openly, the usual trum ped-up 
charge o f petty theft was used against her. 
Justice H aynes was applied to fo ra w arrant 
for her arrest, but, to bis honor be il said, 
he absolutely refused to have an ything to 
do w ith the dastardly business. 
’ 
A w arrant was then procured, late at 
night, from Justice H enley, and, it is to be 
hoped, was granted w ithout knowledge 
upon his part as to its real 
purpose. 
Arm ed w ith th is lease of authority to cap­ 
ture the fugitive slave and return h er to 
bondage o f inhum an vileness, Constable 
.Swift and the attorney for the prosecution, 
Jo h u T. Carey, w ent to the residence of 
Mr. Cohen, w here he was joined bv local 
officer W illiam Dolan, of th at bea't, who 
assisted in the search, and finding her in 
one o f the room s of the house, claim s the 
slave-m aster’s reward. 
H aving thus obtained possession of the 
1 h um an chattel,” she was taken before an 
A m erican m agistrate, whose intelligence 
we will not 
insult by assum ing 
th at 
he did not by this tim e know that the 
w hole proceeding was a hollow and wicked 
farce. 
Of course the purpose was not to 
have the wom an punished for the alleged 
offense, and sent to jail, bu t to return 
her through th e agency of th e law of a 
free State, to the bonds of slavery from 
w hich the 
poor 
w retch had 
escaped. 
T his 
-was 
accom plished 
through 
bail 
being 
furnished 
by 
friends 
of the so-called owner, w hen lie again took 
possession of bis “ chattel ” a n d ' returned 
her to his vile den in Chinatow n. T he case 
is set for hearing in Justice H enley's Court 
at 1 r. m. to-day. T he program m e will be, 
as it alw ays has been, to dism iss the charge 
by th e prosecution, and thus leave the vic­ 
tim in the hands of her lecherous task­ 
m aster. 
Mr. District A ttorney Bucklev. as the 
legal representative of the people, in whose 
nam e this piece of traffic in hum an flesh is 
attem pted, you have a duty to perforin. 
See to it that, in the nam e of the people 
and to uphold th e m ajesty of the law, this 
case is either prosecuted to conviction and 
the wom an sent to jail, or those who com ­ 
m itted perjury in sw earing out the w ar­ 
rants be arrested and punished to the ex­ 
tent of the law. 
You should insist, Mr. Bucklev. th at the 
prisoner be brought liefore the' Court to­ 
day. aud, if innocent, that she be given her 
liberty and be perm itted to go w here she 
pleases.

I11 addition to these, Mr. Livermore said 
there were 234 shares subscribed, concern­ 
ing which the subscribers had not been 
heard front. 
Mr. Buck also said he bad 
another list which he had procured, but 
had not yet reported. 
A petition from a number of fruit-grow­ 
ers m Alameda county was read, request­ 
ing the Beard to have a personal canvass 
made in the larger fruit-growing counties 
for subscriptions of stock. 
Mr. Livermore 
supplemented the petition by his personal 
indorsement, and thought a personal can­ 
vass should be entered upon at once. 
Mr. Buck did not regard the fact that no 
larger am ount of stock had been sub­ 
scribed, as indicating a hick of appreciation 
of the Union, but thought there had been 
causes which operated against subscriptions 
being rapidly made. The agitation of the 
Chinese question lie knew had been re­ 
garded seriously by the larger growers, as 
the driving out ot the Chinese would per­ 
haps make it impossible to gather the com­ 
ing season's crop. It was regarded bv 
many growers of experience, he said, that 
in the absence of the Chinese there is not * 
sufficient help in the State to pick and 
properly prepare for shipm ent an ordinary 
crop of fiuit. 
A. T. Hatch thought that until more 
white help was procured from elsewhere 
Chinese help would have to be resorted to 
at least in part. As to the subscriptions 
already made, he thought there was noth­ 
ing to discourage. Tiiose who had sub­ 
scribed were of that substantial class that 
could be depended upon, and were a goodly 
number. 
He thought it would be a good 
idea to formulate a plan of action, making 
it so plain that people could understand 
what was proposed to be done, and publish 
it. so that all could see for themselves the 
benefit to accrue to growers by connecting 
themselves with the Union. 
After some further discussion, in which 
aii participated, Mr. De Long offered the 
following resolution intended to bring in 
promptly a more extended am ount of sub­ 
scription of stock :

F. C. De Long filed his bond as treasurer ' 
of the Union in the sum of $25,000, with 
Henry Pierce and \V. ¡3. Gage as sureties. 
0 11 motion the bond was accepted. 
The President stated that lie had not 
filed a bond, as he expected to serve only 
temporarily as such officer, as lie had al­ 
ready informed the Board. 
The Board then adjourned, to meet in 
San Francisco, at the rooms of the Union, 
507 Montgomery street, at 10 a . m. on the 
last Friday ol the present month. 


A n ti-C hinese M atters. 
The Executive Committee of the Citi­ 
zens’ Anti Chinese Association met at the 
Court-house last evening. The large at­ 
tendance and good spirit evidenced that 
the committee is alive to the burning ques­ 
tion of the hour, and making arrangements 
to have every town and hamlet throughout 
the entire State report to the Executive 
Committee of this city, so that whatever 
action is taken by the State Convention 
will be thoroughly carried out. The com­ 
mittee have under consideration a system 
of boycotting that will be general wherever 
I .'hiñese goods are offered for sale, through­ 
out the State, whether manufactured in 
San Francisco or other pla es. 
H. Weinstock, who had just returned 
from San Francisco, reported that the gen­ 
eral agitation going 011 in tlic State is hav­ 
ing a wonderful etrecl in San Francisco 
upon manufacturers hitherto employing 
Chinese labor. Already all theshoe m anu­ 
facturers, excepting two, have replaced 
their Chinamen with white help, and it is 
expected that those two will fall into line 
in a very short time. The same condition 
is being brought about in numerous other 
industries, and as the pressure from the 
people in the interior becomes greater and 
greater, it will have, it is believed, a more 
powerful influence in displacing Chinese 
labor than all the Restriction und Con­ 
gressional 
Acts 
that 
will 
ever 
be 
passed. 
It 
is 
the 
opinion 
of 
the 
manufacturers 
who 
have 
discharged 
their Chinese operatives that the move­ 
ment can be made a complete success, if 
the anti-Chinese sentiment can be thor­ 
oughly kept alive, and if the feeling is sus­ 
tained that the man or woman who encour­ 
ages the Chinese by employing them, or by 
buying their products, is a public enemy 
and deserves to be known as such by all in 
the community. It is the general opinion 
that a thoroughly organized State system 
must be established, whereby those who 
violate their pledges, and wlio'endeavor in 
an underhand way to 
handle Chinese 
goods, are made generally known as un ­ 
worthy of public confidence.

who liad met with the accident, an unex­ 
pected jolt, as she was driving over a cross­ 
ing, having thrown her from the buggy. 
Fortunately tor her, the horse did not get 
frightened, but trotted along at a good 
s'iff gait. She was assisted back into the 
vehicle and drove home.

Monday night the Chinamen interested 
in ascertaining the whereabouts of the 
Chinawoman who disappeared front her 
owner s premises 011 'I bird street, near I, 
about 1 o’clock Sunday morning, appeared 
with their attorney, .1. T. Carey, before 
Justice Haines to sicnre a warrant for her 
arrest for petit larcenv, it being alleged 
that she had stolen $23. 
The Judge 'did 
not want to touch tiie case, and declined 
lo issue the warrant. Application was then 
made to Justice Henley, who, on affidavit be­ 
ing properly made, issued a warrant, which 
was given to Constable Swift to serve, with 
authority to use it in the nighttime. It 
appears that the Chinamen had obtained 
information that a Chinaman employed as 
a cook at the residence of Benjamin Cohen, 
820 N street, had got the women, of whom 
he was enamored, to run away front her 
“ owner’s ” quarters, and had concealed 
her in Mr. Cohen's house, being able to do 
so quite easily because of the absence of Mr. 
and Mrs. Cohen from the city. 
Mr. Carey 
accompanied Constable Swift to see what 
the result of the search for the woman 
would be. Arrived at their destination, 
the lady who was in charge of the house 
quite naturally refused to admit them, it 
being about 1 o’clock in the morning, and 
she did not care to take their word that 
the visit was by legal authority, as she was 
confident there was no Chinawoman about 
the premises. Two young men rooming 
in the house were aroused, and parleyed 
with

tiie door, for some time. Finally, one 
went out

balcony to 
have a belter opportunity to judge who the 
party on the outside consisted of, and about 
that time local officer Dolan, whose beat 
includes that neighbborhood, cante along, 
and, after learning tiie facts, advised tiie 
opening of the door. It was opened, and a 
search of the house made, but unsuc­ 
cessfully. Finally, about the last thing, a 
sm all room in front, rarely used, was ex­ 
amined, and there the missing female 
was found. She was taken before Justice 
Henley, where a bond was made for her 
appearance in His Court at 1 p. m. to-day, to 
be tried for larceny. 
As 
the woman 
was yesterday in the custody of her owner 
—or the individual said to be her owner— 
it is presumed that the same parties who 
hail her arrested furnished the bond. They 
had stated before they knew her where­ 
abouts that they would pay a reward of $200 
for her recovery, but they "seem to have for­ 
gotten that since she came into their hands 
again. The Celestial who had made such 
a bold and cunning effort to appropriate 
her told Constable Swift he would give him 
$200 to arrange so that he might marry her, 
but his offer is refused. 
If she is brought, 
into Court, and has not been frightened 
into submission by those now holding her.

It is 
scarcely probable that the larceny charge 
will amount to much.

— Repre­ 
sentative Morrow is w orking to secure a 
ruling by the Treasury D epartm ent that 
will prevent the coming' of Chinese to this 
country in transit. 
Last year 11,000 Chi­ 
nese cam e to the U nited States in transit, 
an<| they were lost sight of as soon as they

W ashington, February 16th.—T he Cab 
iuet, at its m eeting to-day, considered the 
propriety of urging legislation to indem ­ 
nify the Chinese for losses sustained by 
them in th e recent outbreaks in the W est, 
particularly in W yom ing and W ashington 
T erritories. T he claim s lor dam ages caused 
bv the anti-C hinese riots at Rock Springs, 
W yom ing T erritory, last (all, have already 
been tiled w ith the Secretary ol State. The 
representations m ade to the Secretary of 
State by the Chinese M inister, yesterday, in 
regard to the threatened outbreak in Cal­ 
ifornia. were laid before the Cabinet to-day. 
it was incidentally stated that, so f r, no 
request had been received from tiie State 
authorities for federal intervention. 
T h a C h in ese M io iste r a n d S e c re ta r y ISay- 
arc’. 


W a s h i n g t o n , F ebruary 16th.— It was 
published yesterday th at the Chinese M in­ 
ister called at the State D epartm ent and 
laid before Secretary Bayard a num ber of 
telegram s received by hint from California, 
to the effect th at there is apparently a con­ 
certed m ovem ent to drive out the Chinese 
from ail the tow ns and cities of California, 
except San Francisco, and that the Gov­ 
ernor of the State and the Sheriffs of the 
various counties show no disposition to 
protect the Chinese. 
It was learned at the 
Chinese Legation to-day that the report is 
considerably exaggerated. 
The M inister 
called upon Secretary Bayard yesterday, 
an d laid oefore him a num ber of clippings 
from new spapers published on the Pacific 
coast, show ing th e hostile tem per of the 
coast people to the Chinam en. 
H e ex­ 
pressed the hope th at the G overnm ent 
w ould use every m eans in its power to pro­ 
tect tiie Chinam en, and the Secretary re­ 
plied that the A dm inistration iiad hereto­ 
fore show n a disposition to protect the lives 
an d property of C hinam en when attacked 
bv mobs, and would do so in the future. 
N othing was said about indem nity for inju­ 
ries suffered by the Chinese, but it is be­ 
lieved that a claim will eventually be put 
in for damages, if the proper proof can he 
obtained.
